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Bad Work in Georgia. 
ATLANTA, August 2. 

A large and enthusiastic meeting of 
the best citizens of Banks and Jack- 
son counties met at Maysville to take 
some action in regard to the lawless 
persons who are breaking open negro 
heuses and whipping and shooting 
negroes. Strong resolutions condemn- 
ing such violence were passed. It 
seems that for some time past there 
has been a gang of Ku Klux molest- 

ing negroes in the vicinity of Marys- 
ville. Numerous outrages have been 
committed within the past two weeks, 
such as giving 175 lashes to Cadbush 
and unmercifully whipping Nancy 
Priekett. Recently, about 15 or 20 
Ku Klux visited the plantations of 
Minard, Sanders and James Holland. 
They broke down the doors of the 
cabins, shooting Berry Sanders and 
whipping Alex Brooks, Warren, Bri- 
con, Glenn, Stout and other negroes. 
Several negroes have since abandoned 
their homes and crops for fear of being 
Mled. In Jackson county it is said 
that a negro of bad character, named 
Bob som, was called on a few 
nights by a party of 50 masked 
men and whipped severely. One of 
the party then shot Ransom in the 
mouth, the ball coming out at the 
back of the neck. Ransom is not ex- 
pected to live. Some murders are 
reported elsewhere, but the truth is 
not known. 


Mr. Gould Talks. 
NRW York, August 3.

SUBTERKANEAN OUTLET. 
The Trackee River Net the Only 
Ontlet of Lake Tahoe. i 
The Truekee Republican contains 
the following concerning a recently 
discovered outlet to Lake Tahoe: 
Monday last Walter Coombs, head 
steward at the Tahoe Hot Springs 
Hotel, was in town and gave us the 
details of the discovery of the sub- 
terranean outlet to Lake Tahoe. 
He says on Thursday some young 
men who were trolling about three- 
quarters of a mile from Wiggins’ 
wood camp, near Carnelian Bay, | 
suddealy found the boatin which 
they were rowing stop and begin 
torevolve. They were in about 20 
feet of water at the time, when 
Coombs, leaning over the boat's 


bed of the lake under the boat. e” 
shouted out excitedly that it was 
the outlet that had so long been 
looked for by the fishermen at. the 
He tied a gunny-sack to a 
piece-of rope about 40 feet long and 
threw it out of the boat. ft - 
ually sunk, and then, taken in by 
the whirl, shot into the hole and 
went out of sight. They Were un-. 
able to pull it out after it went into 
the hole, and finally let the rope 
and all ga, There is a sort of cut 
in the rock about 30 feet long, evi- 
dently made by the actioy of the 
water, and this leads to the hole. 
The edges of the hole were worn 
smooth by the water, and its foree 
and direction could be noted by the 
bubbles which formed over the hole 
and shot out of sight. ‘The course 
of the outlet was north.“

AN AMATEUR ENGINEER. 
A Rancher and Mis Sen Badly 
Scalded. 

Last evening Joseph Ferretti, an 
Italian rancher living near the old 
Daney mine below Silver City, met 
with a painful accident, being 
sealdei by steam from a boiler, 
says ‘the Virginia Chronicle. 
His ranch is irrigated by means of 
a tive horse-power steam engine, 
which pumps water from the old 
Daney sbaft on to his land. On 
Wednesday evening he discovered 
that the boiler was leaking, and in 
company with his son, aged 15 
years, proceeded to repair the break. 
They found that the leak was 
caused by a nut which was loose. 
In tightening the nut it was accl- 
dentally broken, leaving an orifice 
in the bofler through which the 
steam burst out with great violence. 
Ferretti and his son were knocked 
down aud severely scalded by the 
escaping steam. The father is 
scalded on the entire left side of the 
face, and the son on the left breast. 
It will be several weeks before they 
recover from the painful results of 
the accident. ; ’

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NEW MACHINERY. 


An Indication of Faith in the Com- 
steck. 

The Virginia Enterprise says: A 
contract with the Risdon Iron 
Works, San Francisco, has been 
signed for another big hydraulic 
pump. The pump is to be com- 
pleted within 100 days. It will be 
of the same capacity as that now in 
operation in the combination shaft. 


It will be placed at a point 10 to 12 
feet below the 2,620 level. 

At this place will be constructed 
a station 25 feet wide, 14 feet high, 
and from 90 to 100 feet long. The 


feet more pressure than that at the 
2,400 level. Once it is in and read 
to run it will release the Cornis 
pumps now in operation below tbe 
2,400 level, and they will be used 
below the 2,600 level to pump up 
to the lower hydraulic pump, 

The station and foundations for 
the new pump will be completed as 
soon as possible, and the several 
parts of the pump will be set up as 
lust as received from below. Such 
8 as will first be required will 

first manufactured. 

This pump will cost a great deal 
less than the first. There will be 
no ¢ostly surface engine required, 
as for the flrat pump, nor will it be 
necessary to put in new pipe all 
the way down. The cost, as di- 
vided up among the several com- 
panies interested in the shaft, will 
be less than 20 cents per share, and 
will be so divided that never as 
much as seven c-uts per share will 
be required at any one time. In 
fact, the cost of the pump will not 
be noticed by stockholders. 

Once the new pump is in, the 
shaft will probably be sent down 
to the 3000 level before a halt is 
made. The putting in of the new 
pump and the sinking of the shalt 
to the 3000 level will be of great ad- 
vantage to all the middle miues.
